STEVE ADAMS' CONFESSION 

Wallace, Idaho, Veto. 23. — Steve W. 
Adams' version of the alleged connec- 
tion of the Western .Federation of 
Miners with the assassination in 1905 
of former Governor Frank Stotmen- 
berg, of Idaho, was read today to the 
jury that Is trying Adams for the mur- 
der of Fred Tyler. Adams, who is a 
member of the Western Federation of 
Miners, made a eom'os.sion, now denied 
bv him, to the murder of Tyler, fol- 
lowing a confession of Harry Orchard, 
Implicating Adams in the assassina- 
tion of Steunenbergi and also in the 
murder of Tyler. 



Paris, Feb. 23.- — The new system of 
taxation based on Incomes from all 
sources which the French govern- 
ment' has proposed to parliament, is 
estimated to produce $138,800,000, 
against 5138.000,000 under the old sys- 
tem.

Failure to 
do this, or a fraudulent declaration, 
subjects the offender to n fine equal 
to half the amount not declared and 
a tax erpial to triple the sum of which 
the treasury has been derived for each 
year anterior to this discovery ol the 
fraud. , , , 

French banks with brandies abroad, 
or foreign banks with branches in 
France, are bound under a penalty of 
$20 a day for delay after official no- 
tification to allow tho treasury agent 
to Inspect every six months, ac- 
counts of their clients, every omission 
subjecting the firm to a line of $100 
to $200. All such establishments must 
keep" registers of all sums ol* securi- 
ties sent abroad tor the depositor's In- 
vestment. Both foreign government 
securities and foreign private secur- 
ities are subjected to slightly heav- 
ier burdens than French rentes and 
French stocks. Tho tax upon the in- 
come of "rentes" is four per cent, 
while that in foreign government se- 
curities totals live per cent, exclusive 
of the Initial stamp tax of two per 
cent of the face value, with a corres- 
ponding Increase If the stocks and! 
boifds placed upon the French iliarketj 
soil above par. Private foreign slocks 
and bonds on the French market hear 
tho same burdens as the foreign gov- 
ernment securities. Corresponding 
French private securities pay only 
throe per cent or four per cent, ac- 
cording to their character. 

Tho only persons exempt from the 
graduated Income lax are ambassa- 
dors and other diplomatic and consu- 
lar officials, but only whore thocoun- 
try which they represent grants simi- 
lar immunity to French diplomats 
and French consular officials.

'HIDING PROTECTION 
INCE MEN 



Alderman Hanna's Proposed By- 
law in Interest of Estab- 
lished Local Agents 



Steps will be taken by Aid. Hanna 
in tho near future for the introduction 
of a by-law to secure the protection 
of the licensed insurance agents in this 
city against the depredations of free 
lances from other cities. 

It has been In times past, and is now, 
a fruitful cause of complaint among 
the insurance men having ofllees in 
Victoria that their business is much 
injured by agents from Vancouver, 
Seattle and other outside cities, who 
pay Victoria a visit, stay a few days, 
and leave, taking away with them 
policies often amounting to several 
thousands of dollars. Tin 
ance agents in partlculai 
business very much affect 
ceedlngs of this sort 



Washington, Fob. 23. — Notification ol 
the exlstenco of a state of war In Con- 
tra! America lias reached tho state 
department In a cablegram from 
American Minister Combes, dnted at 
Guatemala City, yesterday, as follows: 

"The minister of foreign affairs for 
Honduras telegraphed that Nicaragua, 
by Its invasion of Honduras, has ter- 
minated the pending negotiations for 
a peaceful settlement." 

If hostilities extend, as now appears 
probable, It may be necessary for the 
stute department to call upon the navy 
department to Increase the force of 
naval vessels in Central American 
waters. At present this force consists 
of the cruiser Chicago, now lying in 
touch with a cable at Acajutla, Salva- 
dor, und the gunboat Marietta, on tho 
Caribbean side, last heard from at 
Bluellolds, Nicaragua. Sho was, sent 
on to this point with the American 
vice consul at San Juan del Norte on 
board, to give protection to some ox- 
tensive merchant plantation Interests 
there. Should the war extend far 
from the boundary between Nicaragua 
and Honduras, as is probable, Iff view 
of tho likelihood that Salvador will 
Join forces with Honduras, and Guate- 
mala with Nicaragua, the- navy de- 
partment will probably add two or 
three cruisers and gunboats to its 
presont forces, to see that American 
property rights are expected and tho 
lives of American citizens are pro- 
tected. 

San Salvador, Feb. 23. — Public opin- 
ion In Central America Is In favor of 
tho friendly intervention of President 
Roosevelt and President Diaz In tho 
trouble between Honduras and Nicar- 
agua, and the presidents of those two 
countries are expressing the hope that 
the other two presidents will oxert 
their powerful Inlluenco to end tho 
war. 

President Bonllla of Honduras, ac- 
cording to report, has taken up a 
strong position with his forces at 
Choluteca, where he is awaiting tho 
attack of the Nicaraguans. Choluteca 
Is the nearest Important Hondurati 
town to the Nicaraguan frontier. It is 
70 miles southwest of Tegucigalpa and 
has a population of 5000. The country 
where the next engagement will prob 



as much attention as is now tho case 
with the districts adjacent to the main 
lino of tho C. P. R. There is no 
doubt in his mind that the Grand 
Trunk Paclllc, and also tho Canadian 
Northern, will open up fruitful agri- 
cultural districts. But ho thinks that 
in the process of the evolution of 
irndd it will become generally recog- 
nized that a lino from some point on 
Hudson bay, either running direct to 
tho coast or making connection with 
one of the groat transcontinental lines, 
Is necessary. 

Such a system, he explains, would 
opon up an entirely now route for 
tlie shipment of Canadian produce. It 
would enable the wheat growers to 
send their crops to the markets of 
European countries much more ex- 
peditiously than at present. The 
congestion of traffic, which Is almost 
Invariably experienced along the lino 
of the C. P. R. at the lime tho wheat 
ol' tho prairie sections is ready for 
shipment, would bo overcome. In fact, 
ho believes that a line operating be- 
tween the Paclllc coast and Hudson 
bay, there connecting with a steam- 
ship line, would have many ad- 
vantages over tho existing method of 
transportation. 

There appeared to bo a prevailing 
idea that the stretch of water lying 
to the north of Labrador was un- 
navlgable for the great part of the 
year. Rev. Mr. Burman says this Is 
fallacious. It was true, he said, that 
those waters could not be traversed 
at certain seasons, and at others was 
somewhat dangerous. But this al 
could be said of the St. Lawren 
river. It was frozen for several 
months; and the northern waters wer 
not closed for a much longer period. 
Such a route, Rev. Jlr. Burman points 
out, would bring British Columbia and 
tho Northwest Into closer touch with 
the European markets. 

It is interesting to note that the 
line which Rev. Mr. Burman believes 
is practicable was advocated by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, premier of the Dom- 
inion of Canada, in an address de- 
livered in the house nt Ottawa, an 
account of which was contained In a 
dispatch published In these columns 
yostordny. The premier advanced 
much the same arguments as have 
boon outlined, and announced that tho 
government would consider the offer 
of a further subsidy to any company 
willing to undertake tho work. This 
Is generally accepted as an indication 
that a road to the bay will soon bo 
constructed.

(ire Insurance men also have com- 
plaints to make. The men who have 
offices In this city pay a licence for 
the privilege of doing business he-re, 
and they think that in consideration 
Of this they are entitled to look for 
some measure of protection from the 
city council, especially as the perma- 
nently established business Is a means 
of putting money Into circulation; 
while the operations of the outside 
agents merely have the effect of tak- 
ing capital away. 

It Is with' a view to putting some 
sort of a limit to the activity of the 
outside agents thai Aid. Hanna's by- 
law will be Introduced. The nugh 
draft has been made, but It is n<». yet 
ready to be submitted to tho council, 
as it Involves several points of law, 
opinions on which have been asked 
for from the city solicitor, Once all 
the necessary information has been 
secured, the by-law will be submitted 
to the council and will duly become 
law, there being very little danger of 
its being quashed. 

It will provide that no person shall 
be permitted to do Insurance business 
In the city without having first paid 
the regular licence. Once the licence 
fee has been paid, dealers from Van- 
couver or elsewhere will be just as 
free to do business In Victoria as tho 
local men, but until that licence Is 
forthcoming they will be prohibited 
from doing so in any sbapo or form, 
and heavy penalties will be exacted 
for any Infraction of the law. 



"I am convinced that tho Canadian 
West, that country extending from the 
eastern boundary of Manitoba to the 
Pacific coast, Is by far the wealthiest 
portion of the Dominion, and tho t. in 
the not very distant future, It will 
overbalance tho remainder In respect 
to population." 

The foregoing statement was made 
yesterday by Rev. W. A. Liurman, 
who is Identified with tho St. John's 
Institute, Winnipeg, and is making a 
short sojourn in Victoria. He has 
spent about twenty years in the 
Northwest, and has watched tin; de- 
velopment of the prairie provinces 
with close attention and keen inter- 
est. His work among the Indians has 
taken him to some of the most remote 
regions, north, south, east and west, 
and his observations have led him to 
the conclusion that the future of the 
section of Canada referred to has 
boon underestimated even by the most 
sanguine. 

Rev. Mr. Burman asserts that, al- 
though the Northwest provinces— 
those immense agricultural sections 
heretofore spoken of collectively as the 
territories — have become settled to a 
considerable extent within recent 
years, there are still large tracts the 
sod of which has never been furrow- 
ed. The wave of prosperity, which 
has been so often spoken of, lie thinks 
Is only starting, and will Increase in 
volume with tho growth of tho coun- 
try. And ho believes that there Is 
plenty of room for advancement. 

What hi needed to open up the 
country, to induce settlers to take up 
the land and develop the natural 
wealth, Is railways. Those, ho points 
out, aro beginning to be constructed, 
the work of tho Canadian Paclllc, tho 
Canadian Northern and tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific being evidences of the 
fact that these corporations recognize 
tho resources of the great West and 
realize that there are vast possibili- 
ties in trade and commerce through- 
out the Northwest and British Colum- 
bia, which only require the magic 
touch of the railroad to bring thorn 
into existence. 

A point which, In tho opinion of 
Rev. Mr. Burman, has been overlooked 
by tho majority of Canadian;;, is the 
fact that the northerly portions of 
the prairies offer every inducement to 
thoso anxious to enter Into agricultur- 
al pursuits. Ho thinks that this sec- 
tion is just as fertile as tho more 
southerly country, and is convinced 
that, ultimately, it will attract just

Trieste, Austria, Feb. 23. — Tho Aus- 
trian Lloyd steamer Impcratrix, while 
bound from Trieste to Bombay, ran on 
a rock last evening near Capo Ela- 
phonlsi, on tho Island of Crete, and 
sank within a short time. It is known 
that tho disaster was accompanied 
by loss of life, but In the absence of 
dellnite news the number of drowned 
is unknown. The passengers and crow 
on board numbered about. 150. Tho 
steamer sailed from Trieste on Feb- 
ruary 19. 

The Austrian Lloyd steamer Impcra- 
trix was 130 feet long, 60 feet beam 
and of 2331 tons. Sho was built by 
tho Lloyd Austria Company of Trieste 
in 1S88. 

•\ telegram has been received from 
the company'-; agent at Canea, which 
says: The following letter has been 
received from a lieutenant of the Im- 
pcratrix: "Twelve persons and my- 
self have been saved. The others are 
on board the steamer, the position of 
which Is extremely dangerous."

Ottawa Feb. 16.— Tho sympathy 
racket, as Mr. Bonnett of East Shn- 
coo has oxpressod it, which has been 
worked on behalf of Mr. Hyman, is 
about played out.

Mr. Hyman was seriously 111, but all 
tho later clrcumstunces seem to indi- 
cate that while he may have needed 
a rest, the business of suppression 
of tho facts has been carried on to 
an extreme length, simply Cor politi- 
cal expediency. It Is curious that there 
waro no evidences of indisposition on 
Mr. Hyman's part until the revelations 
of tho London elections case in the 
police court In Toronto, became so 
startling, and when tho gang which 
had been instrumental in carrying 
on the nefarious work of election 
stealing were tumbling over each oth- 
er to save their necks. Then Mr. 
Hyman became suddenly ill. He talk 
a littlo jaunt to New York to see how 
the elections were conducted there, 
and presumably to get pointers for 
use in London, and then hied himself 
away to Southern California. One can 
well understand Hint he might be sick 
In another sense than politically after 
the testimony which had appeared in 
public print. In justification of the 
charges now made Hint tho true facts 
In connection with Mr. Hyman's con- 
dition were suppressed, it was pointed 
out yesterday by Mr. Borden that al- 
though the first minister did not make 
any announcement regarding Mr. Hy- 
man's status as a cabinet minister un- 
til the 8th of this month, on tho 2nd 
of February Mr. Hyman' continuance 
as a cabinet minister was announced 
to the Liberal Club of London. Mr. 
Borden also pointed out tho curious 
fact that while Mr. Hyman's resigna- 
tion as a member of the House of 
Commons was dated London, Novem- 
ber 20, 1906, it was not until the 8th 
inst. also that the resignation was 
made regular. The names of two 
witnesses were appended, but from all 
information which can be obtained it 
appears that neither Mr. Beal nor Mr. 
Jarvis, whose names appear as wit- 
nesses to Mr. Hyman's signature, had 
been absent from Ontario since No- 
vember, and under the circumstances 
it looks as if the resignation is not 
regular, inasmuch as the statutes re- 
quire that the resignation of a mem- 
ber of the House shall be by declara- 
tion of his intention to resign his 
seat, "made in writing under his hand 
and seal before two witnesses." As 
these witnesses were not present when 
Mr. Hyman signed the document it- 
casts doubt upon the validity of the 
resignation. The first minister plead- 
ed that he had kept the House fully 
apprised of all the information with 
regard to Mr. Hyman's condition, ex- 
cept that he had withheld communica- 
tion of the telegram withdrawing his 
resignation as Minister of Public 
Works for three or four clays until the 
document resigning his seat had been 
submitted by Mr. Speaker to the 
House, as ho wished to have the two 
announcements made' simultaneously. 
As to whether the witnesses went to 
California or Mr. Hyman went to Lon- 
don to complete the document he could 
not sav, but if there were any doubt 
as to the validity of the resignation, 
then, the matter might bo referred to 
the Commltto mi Privileges and Elec- 
tions. This suggestion was a pretty 
good counter upon the Leader of the 
Opposition, as a reference to the 
Committee on Privileges ami Elections 
would serve the purpose of tho gov- 
ernment by delaying the issue of a 
writ. 

Sir Wilfrid got rather hot over the 
suggestion of doubt as to tho illness 
of Mr. Hyman. He said: "Apparently 
somebody who has been spying upon 
Mr. Hyman has Informed tho press as 
to his movements — what time ho 
arises In the morning, what time he 
has his breakfast, what time he goes 
to bed. Some parties have concluded 
from the fact that Mr. Hyman rose at 
a certain time in the morning, took a 
bath in the sea at another hour, went 
to the races at another, and went to 
bed at 8 o'clock in the evening, that 
he must be in very good health. Well. 
I do not judge. I know Mr. Hyman 
pretty well, and he is pretty well 
known in this House, and when I am 
told that ho went to bed at 8 o'clock 
I conclude that lie must be a pretty 
sick man. That is not all according 
to his habits. I have known Air. Hy- 
man a good many years and have 
been a pretty constant companion of 
his, and whether at work or at play, 
he has not been in the habit of going 
to bed at eight in the evening; and if 
the spy upon him tells us, and tells us 
trulv. that he has gone to bed at eight, 
I am for my part prepared to say 
that he Is not In his usual condition 
of health." 

Tho discussion was maintained for 
a considerable period.

Ministers hav 
been at work for nearly two years 
gathering information and studying 
the question. After t lu; data had been 
obtained from all branches of Cana- 
dian industry.

The result was a complicated tariff 
which satlstiod very few people, and 
in the main has been found so un- 
satisfactory that now the government 
has to recast it by bringing down a 
series of resolutions which will change 
one-seventh of the Items.

A Costly Bribe. "

distance. A uoint made by the Min- 
ister of Finance when the G. T. P. 
bill was before parliament was that 
tho cost of this line would not ex- 
ceed $10,000 per mile for a distance 
which he alleged would bo much 
shorter than that of the Intercolonial 
between point Levis and Moneton. 

Mr. Haggart declared that from In- 
formation which had come into his 
possession the route will be longer 
than the Intercolonial, and the cost 
much greater than was anticipated. It 
appears that In this case a line of 
railway Is to be built at a cost of mil- 
lions of dollars to the people of Can- 
ada simply as a stop to the maritime 
members in the House In order to se- 
cure their support for the general pro- 
ject.

The primo 
minister says the latter is a question 
affecting both the East and West, but 
I cannot see where tho West willget 
any benefit from it. Maybe the cen- 
tral provinces will, but its time for tho 
Wost, and by that I mean Alberta and 
British Columbia to bo looked after 
better. , 

"Wheat could be shipped from the 
Pacific coast all the year round and 
just as cheaply as It could by way 
of Hudson's bay. This idea tluit all 
commerce should go East should be 
broken away from. It was a first 
class opportunity for 'the solid seven' 
to make themselves heard in pressing 
the claims of this province. 

"As Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that 
the government will be prepared to 
make some statement regarding the 
Hudson's Bay route before the end of 
the present session. No time should 
be lost In impressing on Hon. Wm. 
Templeman and the other British Co- 
lumbia members in the Dominion 
House the feeling of Vancouver Island 
on this subject. 

"Of course wo have no objection to 
a Hudson's Bay railway,, but this 
Island is as much deserving of con- 
sideration as any other part of the 
Dominion. In common with all parts 
of the province It is certainly entitled 
to more. The people hero, certainly 
contribute more to the revenue of the 
Dominion than ever will be paid by 
the few settlers that will gather in 
the frozen regions north of Manitoba, 
in fact more than any other province 
In Canada and I hope, in all fairness 
Hint our members will do something 
at once. 

"Every public body on the Island 
should get to work without delay. If 
the members do not realize that now 
Is the time to work for British Co- 
lumbia they should be forced by pub- 
lie opinion to do so. I'm a good Lib- 
eral but I think that our representa- 
tives are missing a splendid oppor- 
tunity. If nothing else will move them 
thev should be bombarded with reso- 
lutions setting forth the fact that If 
any more railroads are to he bopused 
by the Dominion the claims of this 
province are paramount.

During- that 
time the fleets of tramps seeking 
trade between this const and Asia 
and Omincca have Increased very 
rapidly. Within the last two years 
several large British shipping firms 
placed their whole fleets of freighters 
In the Pacific carrying trade, and 
the vast amount of shipping attracted 
to this ocean since 1807 by the Klon- 
dike rush and the Spanish-American 
war in which large fleets were taken 
up as transports has been constan- 
tly added to; and cargoes have not 
been wanting. Millions of dollars 
worth of grain, of lumber, cotton, 
machinery and other products of this 
continent have been shipped to the far 
east and millions of dollars worth of 
matting, tea, rice, and other products 
of tho Orient have been shipped to 
this side of the ocean. Year by year 
the markets show enormous gains. 
Large agricultural districts of Wes- 
tern Canada are being opened, ami 
when tho new trans-continental rail- 
ways now under way are completed 
to tho coast the great areas of grain 
growing lands opened up will allow

As stated, the 
Osaka Shosen ICalsha and Mltsu Sislu 
and other lines, contemplate new ser- 
vices, and the established linos have 
a programme of improvement under 
way.

Growth of Trans-Pacific Trade— The Future 



By GORDON SMITH 



ARTICLE No. II. 

The growth of the trans-Pacific 
chipping has bepn rapid during re- 
cent years; but that of the next few 
years will develop quicker still. With- 
in ten years the amount of shipping 
will have more than doubled, six — 
perhaps more— new lines with regu- 
lar sailings will have been established, 
existing lines will be improved and 
faster mail liners and larger freight 
carriers placed in the trade. The nec- 
essary improvement of the pioneer 
line, the C. P. R., the establishment of 
steamship connection with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific system from Prince Ru- 
pert, perhaps the addition of another 
line, will give Canada much greater 
opportunities to compete with the 
ports to tho south for tho immense 
trade beyond tho Pacific; anil the 
competition with regard to the carri- 
age of malls from Britain to the Far 
Kast will cause constant improve- 
ments. The C. P. R. will within two 
years replace the present line of Em- 
press steamers with larger and faster 
ships, similar vessels to the Empress 
of Ireland and Empress of Britain be- 
ing operated on the Atlantic by the 
company, capable of making the trip 
across the Pacific in ten days or less, 
perhaps landing the mails in nine days 
from Yokohama at a west coast port 
on Vancouver island for quick trans- 
ference across the Island and the Gulf. 
The present Empresses have an aver- 
age speed of 15 knots; the new liners 
are to run at a regular speed of 12 
knots or faster. The company's chief 
competitor in the carriage of mails to 
the Orient now is the P. * O, line 
from London via the Suez to Hong- 
kong; but when the Grand Trunk 
railway Is completed in 191] or there- 
abouts the Grand Trunk liners which 
are to be operated between Prince 
Rupert and Japan and China will be 
keen competitors. Like the C. P. R. 
steamers on the Pacific they will be 
part of an Atlantic and Pacific system, 
and special mall trains will be used 
to quickly carry the malls across Can- 
ada. 

The route between Yokohama and 
Prince Rupert can be covered in at 
least one day less than that between 
Yokohama and Vancouver Island, and 
plans are going forward for quick ser- 
vice on the Atlantic. Whether tho Al- 
lans, who operate 28 steamers on tho 
Atlantic at the present time, or the 



new- Hallfax-Blacksod bnv line is to 
furnish the Atlantic service has not 
been determined, but there will be fast 
service. The proposed Blacksod Bay- 
Halifax steamship service on the At- 
lantic is being financed by prominent 
British shipowners and others with 
the stated idea of covering the ocean 
trip in 3% days with liners averaging 
25 knots in speed, and giving connec- 
tion witli England via a railway 
across Ireland and fast ferry service 
across tie- Irish channel. With pro- 
per steamers on the Pacific ocean this 
company aims lo land mails from 
London in Yokohama within 17 days 
and at Hongkong in 22 days, whereas 
the present mail schedule allows J'.i 
days. The present contract held by 
the ('. P. It. ends, however, about 
two years hence mid the probabilities 
are that the Imperial postal authori- 
ties will demand that the mails be 
landed in Hongkong from London In 
24 days. This is Imposlble under ex- 
isting conditions, but with last Em- 
presses on the Pacific is easy of ac- 
complishment. 

Like Its present rivals— the P. & O. 
line — the C. P. R. company proposes 
to make arrangements by means of 
fast packet service and special trains 
to further the quick carriage of mails. 
The P. & O. line transfers the mails 
at the Suez canal. The outward- 
bound malls are taken from London 
via Paris and across the continent by 
express' train to Brindlsi. whence 22- 
knot steam packets ply to Port Said 
where the malls are placed on board 
the Hongkong-bound liners, and home- 
ward the mails are seal to Brindlsi 
from Port Said for carriage by train 
across Europe and by the ferries of 
Dover straits. The < '. P. R. surveyors 
re now in the field seeking a route 
across Vancouver Island, probably 
from Sarlta Bay on Barkley Sound to 
Duncan on the E. <t N. railway and 
such a route would enable the Em- 
presses to land their mails at the west 
coast port for quick transference 
across tlie Island to a fast ferry 
steamer waiting at Ladysnilth which 
would carry the malls to the waiting 
Overseas Mail special for tlie trip 
across tlie Dominion. Of course 
freight other than possibly the silk 
shipments would not be bandied In 
this manner, and the liner would con- 
tinue lo Victoria and Vancouver as 
now after landing the mails and ex- 



press, possibly also the silk shipments. 
The fast liners would get the bulk of 
this profitable trade as the silk-ship- 
pers demand fast transport. Up to 
the present time the «'. P. R. lias 
the bulk of the silk trade on the Pa- 
cific, and an Idea of the extent of Ibis 
business Is gleaned when it is stated 
that the exports of manufactured Jap- 
anese silk last year amounted (o $1!),- 
•1-18,971, an increase of $2,773,558 over 
the shipments of 1905, and the raw 
silk shipments reached the enormous 
sum of $58,128,944, an increase of 
$19,299,522 over 1905 — a total of 
$77,577,945. 

Among other additional steamship 
lines to he placed in tho rapidly- 
growing trade of the North Pacific 
within the next few years are the fol- 
lowing lines, already assured: 

Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
line of six steamers giving fortnightly 
service from Tacoma via Victoria to 
Hongkong via tlie usual Oriental ports 
In connection with the Chicago, .Mil- 
waukee and SI. Paul road which is 
planned to reach Tacoma and be ready 
for operation within two years. 

The Western Pacific steamship lino 
in connection witli the Western Pacific 
railway (the Gould system) which will 
operate a fleet of liners in the passe- 
engor and freight tirade from San 
lCranclsco via Honolulu to the Orient. 
-'The Osaka Shosen kaisha line, an 
opposition service to the Nippon Yu- 
seti kaisha which runs in connection 
witli the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific lines giving a fortnightly ser- 
vice with G, 000-ton passenger and 
freight liners— the Osaka Shosen rep- 
resentatives are seeking freight ar- 
rangements with the new Chicago, 
Milwaukee and SI. Paul line. 

A Russo-Japanese steamship com- 
pany — the Rokoku Tohwa Klsen kai- 
sha (Russian East- Asiatic line) — now 
giving weekly service with 17-knot 
liners between Vladivostok and Tsu- 
ruga, North Japan, which proposes to 
increase the scope of its line to give 
the Trans-Siberian railway steamship 
communication wit!-, this coast of rim 
Pacific with terminus either at Kan 
Francisco or Paget Sound.

A TIME FOR ACTION. 

As one of the Colonist's Liberal 
friends remarks in an interview pub- 
lished this morning, the statement of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, that tho govern- 
ment is considering how assistance 
can be given to the proposed railway 
to Hudson's Bay, shows the time to 
be ripe for bringing under the notice 
of the Premier the proposed connec- 
tion with Vancouver Island. We con- 
fess to bo" unable to understand why 



in paying dividends that they had 
nothing left for Improvements neces- 
sary to keep pace with the natural 
expansion of business, and therefore 
had to try to borrow the money. The 
public docs not seem willing to give 
them any more. Looking the whole 
railway system over, and taking into 
consideration the Inability of the com- 
panies to handle traffic, whereby 
whole communities have suffered 
severely through lack of fuel nnd 
almost every Industry has been 
hampered for lack of transportation 
facilities, no other conclusion seems 
possible than that the great railway 
magnates, such as Hill, Harriman, and 
Morgan, have been weighed In the 
balance and found wanting. They 
were equal to tho task of manipulat- 
ing other people's money, but they 
have not been equal to tho work of 
providing the country with the trans- 
portation facilities, which it requires. 

It is interesting to note that these 
prophecies of hard times have follow- 
ed hard upon the insurance investiga- 
tions, which will prevent a few very 
rich men from employing the funds of 
those Institutions to finance their un- 
dertakings. There are more people In 
the country than ever; the crops last 
year were greater than ever, and there 
is no reason to suppose that 1907 will 
be a lean year; the mines are just 
as rich; the forests and fisheries con- 
tinue to yield their annual harvest 
There Is absolutely no reason in these 
things why times should be bad. The 
plain hard fact of the matter is that, 
the men, who have managed t" secure 
control of nearly everything in the 
United States, arc not big enough for 
their self-imposed job. At the time 
the financiers began to concentrate in 
their own hands a controlling interest 
in all the great interests of the coun- 
try, outside of farming, there were 
those who foretold that they would 
be uncble to handle what they hud 
set out to accomplish. The ablest 
men have their limitations, and there 
Is no reason to suppose that the chiefs 
of the New York financial world are 
much abler than other people. Their 
supremacy has been largely due to 
successful scheming, much of which 
has been just on the verge of crim- 
inality. We can well believe that they 
have got to the length of their tether; 
but the United States Is nY&ny times 
bigger than Wall street, and If it 
should come about that the big mag- 
nates should have to take a tumble, 
the country will continue to be pros- 
perous just the same. That event will 
have to take place some time anyway, 
and perhaps 1907 Is just as good a 
time for It to happen as any other. 
This would be a good year for the 
people to come into their own.

But when those, whom the accident 
of birth or the march of events have 
placed in a position of prominence, 
rise to a great occasion and display 
high qualities, the world is the richer 
for it to a degree that would be Im- 
possible if a similar act were done by 
one less distinguished from his fel- 
lows. Prince Henry has proved his 
royalty, hut it is a royalty which the 
most humble share' w ith him, the only 
true royalty which has Its source in 
a brave heart,

ONTARIO MINING LAW. 

Tax to Be Imposed on Oro and Bonus 
Given to Smelters. 

.A bill Introduced in the Ontario Legis- 
lature by Hon. Mr. Cochrane, places mi 
acreage tax -,.i mining lands In unorgan- 
ized territories. it also puts a tax on 
the yearly profits of working nitnes, whet'li- 
ur in unorganized or organized territories. 
The tax will not be Imposed on prollts 
up to $10,000. A portion of the proceeda 
will he' devoted to h. must's for the en- 
couragement of smelting and refining of 
metals in the province. No figures are 
given In the taxation bill; these will be 
broQight In by resolution h: the usual 
form when the hill Is being discussed In 
the House. 

The bounties provided for are ns fol- 
lows: 

■On refined metallic nickel or refined 
oxide of nickel, six cents per pound, on 
the free, metallic nickel, or on the nickel 
contained In the nickel oxide; nickel re- 
ceiving a bourn v In one form Is not to| 
receive It In liny other form. This stfpu- 1 
latiou applies to all the other bounties 
mentioned. The aggregate of this bounty 
In any one year Is not to etceed $00,000. 

On refined metallic cobalt or on refined 
oxide of colmlt, six renin per pound on 
the free metallic cobalt or ou the cobalt | 
contained 1n the oxide of cobalt. The ag- 
gregate of this bounty Is not to exceed 
$30,000 a year. „ , 

On refilled metallic copper or on refined 
sulphate of capper, one and one-half cents 
per pound, on the free metallic copper 
or on the ropper contained hi the sul- 
phate of copper, or on any copper product 
earning ut least flu per cent, of mctiill C 
(•(.per. one-half cent per pound. This 
bounty Is not to exceed $fi0,0fK) a year. 

iiu 'white arsenic, otherwise known as 
iirsenlotiH add. produced from mlsplcBlc 
ores and not from ores earryng simillte 
or ulccollte or eobaltite. one-half cent per 
pound. This bounty is not to exceed 
Jiri.OOO a yon r. 

If the ngg/egati' quantity refined of any 
of the ores mentioned is unfit that the 
money set aside for it would not lie suffi- 
cient to nay the bounties on the basis 
-hen then such sum shall be divided upon 
a pro rata basis, so that not more limn 
the maximum amount specified In each 
ease shall be paid , , , 

In each case the bounty Is payable for 
a period of live years. 

So person, linn or company shall be 
entitled to any of the bounties unless they 
have at all times ittirlug which the bounty 
Is claimed been "prepared and ready and 
willing" to smell, heat and rellne similar 
'orrn belonging to Olbor persons, firms 
or companies at rates and on terms and 
conditions approved by the Uentennnt- 
(3ovcrmir in council, or shall have been 
readv to purchase such ores at rates ap- 
proved by the same authority as current 
market rates.

"If thero are any people in Victoria 
who require to have their confidence 
in the future of this city and Van- 
couver Island stimulated, and who 
cannot find the necessary bracer in 
what is going on and what is promised 
all around them, they should go afow 
miles away from home and experionco 
the effect of contact with the thou- 
sands who have lately had their in- 
terest in this part of the Dominion 
aroused," said Hugo Ross who re- 
turned recently from a trip through 
tho United States, Mexico and tiie 
Middle Wast of Canada. 

Mr. Ross is a real estate expert* tho 
head of the company which bears his 
name in Winnipeg and Victoria and 
which has been responsible for some 
of the most important transfer of 
property on the records at tho prairie 
capital. 

"Even away hack on tho Gulf of 
Mexico, when it became known among 
the people whom I casually met, that 
1 was interested in Victoria I was 
called upon to answer many ques- 
tions," continued Mr. Ross, "and these 
questions did not all relate to scen- 
ery and climate either, though I must 
congratulate the Tourist association 
on tho widespread effect of its ad- 
vertising along these lines. The ma- 
terial resources of Vancouver Island 
have become known and the active in- 
vestor of the East is making marks 
on tho map of Vancouver Island. 

"When one gets to Winnipeg and 
starts across the Canadian prairies 
towards the Pacific, the name of Vic- 
toria is heard more than that of any 
other western city. Tn business cir- 
cles, In the hotel lobbies, in the clubs 
and on the trains, there Is contin- 
uous opportunity to hear what the 
outsider thinks of tho Capital of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and the evidences of 
enterprise coming this way. -with a 
backing of capital are sufficient to 
make one who has interests here feel 
that he Is losing valuable time by 
being away. 

"Once in a while one will meet with 
tiie pessimistic suggestion that the 
present advance cannot continue for 
any great length of time, but in my 
opinion that is not worth noticing. It 
was heard in Winnipeg six years ago 
and it was also heard in every other 
prairie town and city just as soon as 
prosperity began to make itself felt. 
It was the same tiling in Vancouver 
when the good times movement 
started there. As far as Victoria is 
concerned it is in a better condition 
to withstand the influence of the pes- 
simist than any other placo in the 
West. The fact is that the people of 
this city did but very little In com- 
parison with others, to induce capital 
to come this way. Victoria and Van- 
couver Island, with its undeveloped 
resources just naturally got in tho way 
of the investor and cannot get out 
of it again." 

Mr. Ross leaves on Monday for Win- 
nipeg where he will spend a few 
weeks on business before returning to 
Victoria where he expects to have a 
busy time this coming summer.

The Intentions of the C. P. R. with 
reference to Vancouver Island, some 
port on which will shortly become the 
terminus of the railway, are the sub- 
ject of much speculation. The an- 
nouncement made a week or so ago 
by Divisional Engineer Cartwright 
that two routes were being considered 
fur opening up the island stimulated 
this feeling, particularly in view of 
the fact that other railways are head- 
ing this way. 

Interviewed yesterday, a gentleman 
occupying an Important public posi- 
tion, who does not wish his nuiiie. 
made public at present, had this to 
sa y : 

"I do not think there is the slight- 
est possibility that the C. P. R. will 
build a branch line from Duncan to 
Sarita Bay, as hinted. In tho tirst 
place such a railway would run, for 
at least a third of its length, outside 
the E. & N. railway belt, and there 
is absolutely nothing at the suggested 
terminus to warrant its construction. 
The Iron deposits there may become 
valuable, but connection with Duncan 
would not do anything towards their 
exploitation. Coal would, of neces- 
sity, be required If the iron were 
treated on the west coast and it ..is 
impossible to think that the- "V" 
shaped connection with Nanaimo 
would be used. It would be much 
easier for, the. branch to be built to 
Alberni and-'voal ■ shipped down the 
Alberni canal. 

"I know, of course, that the Cow 
iehan valley is a rich district untl that 
there is a large, amount of timber 
round Cowichan lake, but tapping that 
part of the island would not necessl-. 
tate tho useless work from the head 
of the lake to Sarita bay. 

"The suggested line across the 
island from Wellington to Alberni 
appears the most probable. Possibly 
connection would also be marie with 
ColilOX, but that would come by a 
direct line from "Wellington, not svia 
Alberni. That a, railway will be built 
northerly up tho east coast of tho 
island from the present terminus is 
certain, but that is an entirely dis- 
tinct proposition from the branch to 
Alberni. The former would tap the 
land grant at 'the narrowest point, 
while the other would be designed to 
tap tile east coast of the island, a 
district that will become a large 
freight producer once it is opened

Asked as to what point he consider 
ed would eventually be the terminus 
of tho C. P. R„ he named Esquimau 
without tho slightest hesitation.

"The C. P. H. will always look for 
a large amount of Its trans-Pacific 
trade, especially passengers, coming 
from the other side. In view of the 
enormous sums the company has 
spent in the United States advertising 
its steamship service, I think it would 
be most short-sighted policy to fore- 
go this trade by making Its terminus 
further north than is absolutely pos- 
sible. 

"People who talk about the C. P. 
R. making its ocean port oitlier on 
Alberni canal, or Nootka or Quat- 
slno sounds cannot huve studied the 
matter at all. It may, and most 
likely will, be necessary for that rail 
way to build a branch through tli 
Yellow Head pass, eventually reach 
ing the west coast at one of the in 
lets mentioned, but to suppose that 
the enormous trade even now built 
up by numerous feeders from the 
United States will be sacrificed for 
a. few hours saving of time across the 
Pacific, is absurd. 

"Tho C. P. It. can operate the fast- 
est steamers available and make up 
this loss. I am perfectly satisfied 
that Esquimau will be the recognized 
terminus of the C. P. R. within a very 
few years. 

"Another thing that Is generally for- 
gotten is that, although the Oriental 
trade will grow enormously as well 
as that with Australia and New Zea- 
land, there Is a market at present 
hardly opened up to the south. When 
the line of steamers between British 
Columbia ana Mexico begins oporu- 
I tlons another factor anchoring the

Definite steps have nt last been 
taken to procure the grants necessary 
for the carrying out of the extension 
to the city school system, as planned 
by the Board of School Trustees for 
the coming yeur. At the regular 
woekly session of the city council to- 
morrow evening, two bylaws will be 
Introduced, both of -them providing for 
the extraordinary expenditure asked 
for by the board for the building of 
hew schools. 

The bylaws will be introduced by 
Aid. Hall. There are two of them, 
but it is only intended that one shall 
go through; the other will be voted 
down. They represent two alterna- 
tives, and the school board has not 
yet decided which to adopt. By Mon- 
day evening a decision will have been 
arrived at, and the council will act 
accordingly. 

Ono of the bylaws provides for an 
an expenditure of $8."), 000, and tho 
other for $36,150. The first mentioned 
sum represents the cost as estimated 
by the board of the construction of 
a school at Victoria West, and an- 
other In the central part of tho city. 
The Victoria "U'est school will, it is 
calculated, cost $35,000, and the re- 
maining $50,000 will be devoted to 
purchasing a site and building tho 
now educational establishment for tho 
mure central part of the city. 

As to the location, of the latter, 
however, some difference of opinion 
exists among tho board. Some of tho 
trustees want It in one place, others 
in another; and until some decision is 
arrived at it will bo impossible to 
submit the bylaw providing for the 
cost of its erection, to tho people, as 
before a money bylaw can be passed, 
it has to be specifically stated just 
exactly what the money is Intended 
for. 

A special meeting of tho Board of 
School Trustees will he held tomorrow 
afternoon, and an attempt will be 
mado to reach some conclusion on tho 
matters under discussion. If a site 
is chosen, the council will be notified, 
anil the bylaw providing for the ex- 
penditure of $85,000 will bo passed, 
while tho one for the smaller amount 
will be abandoned. Should the mem- 
bers of the board find themselves un- 
able to arrive at any agreement on 
tho matter, tho bylaw providing for 
tho borrowing of $3C ( ,lf>0 will bo 
passed. The sum mentioned includes 
$:ir,,000 for the Victoria West school, 
and $1,500 for the vacant lot next to 
the South Park school at James Bay, 
recently purchased by the council for 
use as a playground. In this way it 
Is ussured that whatever may be tho 
fate of the bylaw providing for the 
eest of the proposed new central 
school, the one for the Victoria West 
school will be submitted to the people 
In any enso. 

It Is probable that tho school trus- 
tees would have taken more time to 
deliberate upon the location of the 
proposed new school for the centre of 
the city had they not been hurried 
by the council. The mayor and ald- 
ermen are anxious to submit the 
school bylaws to the public along with 
those providing for the borrowing of 
$05,000 for the incinerator nnd the 
completion of the surface drainage 
system, thus saving the expense and 
trouble of two separate ballots. 

It In probable Hint all three bylaws 
will come before the public in the 
very near future.

Victoria May Seek to Secure 
Them From Legislature by 
Means of Private Bill 



■ It has virtually been decided that in 
seeking legislation In the interests of 
the city this year, the council will 
work Independently of the Union of 
E. C. Municipalities, of which body It 
la a member. 

The union will bring before the 
house a long list of proposed amend- 
ments to the Municipal Clauses act, 
comprising the alterations wished for 
by each of the incorporated munici- 
palities, and it had been understood 
that Victoria, would submit her de- 
sired modifications along witli those 
of the other municipalities of the 
province. Now, however, it appears 
that such will not bo tho case. The 
city will endeavor to obtain what it 
wants by means of a private act, and 
not by amendments to the Municipal 
Clauses act. 

Aid. Fell hinted at such a course 
at the last meeting of tho council, and 
although no delinite action was taken 
at the time, it was evident that the 
proposal had tho favor of the majority 
of the aldermen. Since then the 
linance committee lias been working 
on the question, and at a meeting held 
on Friday the decision was finally 
arrived at to submit a private bill 
containing the demands of Victoria to 
the legislature. The matter was left 
In the hands of the legislative com- 
mittee, and its recommendation will 
In all probability hi adopted by the 
council. 

By introducing a private bill it is 
hoped to seeuro a much greater pro- 
portion of the desired innovations than 
would be the case were the city forced 
to take its chance with all tho other 
municipalities of the province. 

"In seeking amendments with the 
other municipalities," said Aid. Fell, 
"we have in past years been fortunate 
to get one in ten of the things for 
which "we asked. Sometimes our de- 
mands have; been contrary lo the 
Wishes of some rural municipality, or

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Aldermen Not Inclined to Grant 
Request Made by People 
of District 



The claims of Victoria West for an oni- 
einl map are about, to receive the attention 
of the citv council, although whether that 
attention will prove 'particularly gratifying 
to the residents of- that portion of the city 
yet remain to be seen. 

At the regular weekly session of tho city 
council tomorrow evening, Aid. Henderson, 
as chairman of the streets, bridges ami 
sewers committee, will -move to the effect 
that a decision he sought from the city 
solicitor as to the powers of tho <dty hi 
forcing the people of Victoria West to ad 
here to the map of that part of the city as 
it already exists. 

The people across the harbor are very 
anxious for a new official map of their 
part of the city. The council of 11100 urn 
set aside a grant of $l,iiUJ expressly for 
that purpose, hut for some reason or other 
It was overlooked and the new map was 
never prepared.' Now tho residents of Ml 
western district claim that the develop 
mcnt of their section of the city In hamper- 
ed by the uncertainty existing as to the 
proper location of street Hues. The atten- 
tion of the council has been called to the 
matter l>v Aid. Hall, who at the last meet- 
ing told a pathetic tale of how after he had 
hulll. his house the street lines had been 
s-lilfted sixteen feet, ami ins a consequence 
Ills woodshed was on the lot to the rear 
.if his own. 

■'buy the lot," unsympathetlcnlly suggest- 
ed one of the aldermen. 

The streets, bridges and sewers commit- 
tee has arrived nt the conclusion that there 
Is no necessity for a new map. It Is the 
opinion of that body that the existing map 
Is sufficient, If only the -public can be made 
to adhere to It uniformly. 

"As far nB I -can see," said Aid. Hender- 
son to the Colonist yesterday, "there Is 
ronlly not the slightest reason why. the 
eltv should go to the expense of preparing 
,i 'new map. One was prepared in 1801 
lo- W. W. Ralph, and was adopted as of- 
ficial map by the city. It was an excel- 
lent map In every way, and the whole 
trouble arises, as far as 1 can make put, 
from the fact that those who built their 
houses before the last survey— and they 
represent the majority of the -residents of 
Victoria West-tire unwilling to conform to 
It. Before Mr. Ilalph made Ills survey the 
map in une was that prepared by a man 
named Nagle, a number of years previous- 
ly. There is a difference of some ten feet 
or so between the two surveys, and conse- 
quently the enforcement of the mote re- 
cent sttrvey might entail some inconveni- 
ence, to certain dwellers In the district. 
Nevertheless 1 think that there can bo no 
doubt that Ralph's m..p Is preferable. 
When he made his survey he established 
stone monuments at certain street cross- 
ings, and taking these as bases, the lines 
of any streets can be easily determined. 
No gel. on tho other hand, established no 
monuments, and there Is no way of ac- 
curately testing his survey. Altogether 
Kalph's map Is superior in every way to 
that of Nngel." . 

"It Is not as if the enforcement of the 
more recent map would cause any hard- 
ship to the people or the district, con- 
eluded Aid. Henderson, "for against every 
foot of land that may 'be taken off their 
lots In one direction, a foot will be added 
In another. There would not he the slight- 
est loss Of course, case imtebt arise where 
bouses built before .Ralph's survey would 
be found to he projecting on the street. In 
such cases, of course, the dwellings would 
have to be moved back, but the- owners 
would naturally he recompensed for the cost 
of the work." 

Altogether, from the trend of opinion 
among" the aldermen. It appears:.. /probable 
that no new map will be prepared, tmt 
that hereafter the- survey <>r .Silt will- be 
strictly adhered to hi all lvorks, both pub- 
lie tad private.

ROCKS SHOWERED DOWN 

Startling Occurrence Near the Seaton 
Lake Hatchery 

Lillooet, Feb. 10. — The most disastrous 
rock sllda that over occurred In tills vicin- 
ity came down near the Seaton 'Luke iiatch- 
ery, on Saturday morning, lasting from o 
to 8 a. m. Although the hatchery -building 
escaped, still considerable damage was 
done to the tlurae that carries water to the 
hatching house. Hugo rocks struck this 
in many -places, and the damage was so 
great that It could not he repaired for some 
days, this necessitated removing the fish at 
once. Luckily most of the Ush were ready 
for planting, so a large force was put to 
work at utice. and the fish got out before 
any of them suffered. -One boulder smashed 
tho lower weir and several In the seining 
pool, 

Tile greatest damage was flone to t ho 
Seaton Lake sawmill, but luckily no one 
was injured. Mr. E. S. Peters, who was In 
charge, hail a narrow escape, as a rocli 
carried awny the back porch of the bouse 
he was sleeping In. Mr. Peters lied to 
safer ground across the creek. 

The rocks played epieur pranks. One 
broke the lloor of the mill, dropping tne 
planer luto the Iboller room, and tho rock 
Itself rosts a few" feet from the main boil- 
er. Another smashed the side of the tool 
house and lodged In the centre of the 
room. One lumber pile of many thousand 
feet, was smashed to splinters, while one 
rock smashed Into a lumber shed from 
the front, another, of many tons, passed 
round one end or this building and then 
rolled back, crushing the building in from 
the other side; another of many tons, rests 
square on the top of another pile. Oiie or 
two houses of lesser Importance, were com- 
pletely demolished. 

The rocks started very far up the moun- 
tain side and on their way down cut down 
many trees many feet In diameter, as If 
they had beon so many mutch sticks. 

Seaton Lake has been frozen over for the 
past week, This is the lirst time It has 
been frozen over for the past forty years. 

The Fraser river has also been frozen 
over in some of the widest places, a thing 
also unknown for a number of years.

Desertions From the Fortress 
Have Been Quite Fre- 
quent of Late 



Those in charge of tho Work Point 
garrison are looking forward to an- 
other reinforcement from the eastern 
recruiting stations. At present the 
force la not sufficiently large, being 
about half tho required numerical 
strength. Some months ago about 25 
men were sent from Eastern Canada 
In ordor to assist in maintaining the 
Esquimau dofonces. This, however, 
did not help matters appreciably, and 
although It Is possible to carry on the 
ordinary routine with tho available 
troops, their augmentation is generally 
considered imperative If it is intended 
that the garrison duties should be at- 
tended to satisfactorily. 

Some difficulty has been experienced 
since tho local fortresses have been 
taken over by the Canadian govern- 
ment in preventing the desertion of 
numbers of the soldiers. It Is author- 
itatively roported that several have 
succeeded In escaping tho vigilance of 
their superiors in rank, taking the 
steamer to Seattle, or other Sound 
points, and there entering employment 
In different lines of trade. In most 
instances those who have done this 
have been members of the Royal En- 
gineers, having a knowledge, which is 
gained In the ordinary course of their 
training, of mercantile pursuits of 
which some understanding is required 
In tho conduct of a campaign along 
modern lines. Those who have been 
successful in getting away have, it is 
reported, written to their former com- 
panions in arms, informing them of 
the high scale of wages In voguo 
throughout the United States. As a 
result many of those now in the ser- 
vice have been rendered somewhat 
dlssutlslled with their condition.

ARTICLE No. I. 

The genesis of mining on Vancouver 
Island occurred In 183a, when, owing 
to information received from Indians, 
the Hudson's Bay company com- 
menced the exploitation of coal meas- 
ures existing at Fort Rupert, at the 
head of Hardy bay. These were 
worked more or less until 1851. In 
that year they were abandoned for tho 
discoveries at Nanalmo, since which 
time that city has been the headquar- 
ters of coal mining, though nowadays 
its supremacy is threatened by the re- 
cently opened mines in the southeast 
corner of the province. 

And then came sold. Contrary to 
the generally accepted opinion, tho 
ilrst discovery of placer gold in the 
province was made on tile island, con- 
temporaneously with a similar find on 
Moresby island, the southern member 
of the Queen Charlotte group. There 
was an incipient boom at the latter 
place in 1851-2, several years before 
the precious metal was discovered on 
the Fraser, Columbia or Thompson 
rivers. 

What may bo termed actual mining, 
however, was not engaged In until 
1864, when (inds were made on Leech 
iiver, a tributary of the Sooke. With- 
in a few years about $200,000 was tak- 
en out there, and a further sum of 
about $30,000 from JordOn river, now 
called "Jordan." 

Copper and Silver Found 

In 1864, also, copper was first found 
in the province, another fresh discov- 
ery on Vancouver Island. This was 
also on the Sooke peninsula, to which 
extended reference will be made later 
on. Still another new llr.d was made 
in the satno year. Dr. Brown, in his 
report of the Vancouver Island Ex- 
ploration Expedition, records the dlF| 
covery of plumbago, but nothing ha 
been done commercially with it. 

Silver was found for the first time in 
1880 on Koksilah river, about 12 miles 
from navigation at Saanich inlet. Dr. 
Dawson In his "Mineral Wealth of 
British Columbia,"" states that the ore 
was argentiferous galena, with small 
gold values, the silver contents run- 
ning from $10 to $75 to the ton. 

It will be noticed that these discov- 
eries, with the exception of that of 
coal, made by Indians when hunting 
on tho northeast coast of the Island, 
all occurred within a very short dis- 
tance of Victoria, then Fort Camosun. 
It was not until many years after- 
wards that new fields were invaded 
and the mines of the west coast and 
the interior of the Island located On 
the east const copper was found on 
Texada Island In 1871. and within the 
past few years at Mount Sicker and 
other places. 

Though a chronological Inconsis- 
tency is committed in referring to 
prospects before giving an account of 
actual results, it is thought well, at 
the outset, to draw attention to the 
similarity of th 



are the ores of almost the same char- 
acter, but the method of deposition, 
according- to competent authorities, 
was precisely tho same. R. W. Brock, 
M. A., of tho geological survey of Can- 
ada, investigated the Trt.il Creek camp 
la 1905; Herbert Carmichael, provin- 
cial assayer for Britisli Columbia, pro- 
pounded his theory of the west coast 
deposits in a bulletin issued recently, 
after several trips along the west 
coast, the last being during the sum- 
mer of 1900. 

Referring to the Rossland mines, 
Mr. Brock, in' his report, says: "From 
the way in which the ore occurs in 
veins and lodes and replacing the min- 
erals of the various country rocks, It 
Is evident that tho deposits were 
formed through the agency of aqueous 
mineral-laden solutions. . . . The 
temperature of the solutions, the fact 
that the lodes at times branch or give 
out going upwards . . . and the gen- 
eral character of the minerals, all tend 
to prove that those were ascending so- 
lutions." t 

In Mr, Carmichael's report^ referring 
to the west coast mines, with the ex- 
ception of those at Quatsino Sound 
and Great Central lake, the following 
passage occurs:

The White Quartz claim, also on 
Teta river, has an outcrop of brecciat- 
ed quartz on the surface, about 21 feet 
wide. The quartz is mineralized witli 
some copper pyrites, but the owners 
state that the principal values are in 
gold. Some very fine samples of ore 
have been taken from this claim, but, 
so far, no shipments have been made.

Coming now to Nootka Sound, as tho 
Indications of mineral on Kyoquot 
Sound and Esperanza Inlet have not 
been sufficiently prospected to requlro 
notice, attention must lie directed to 
tho marble deposits on Deserted creek 
and the iron deposits at Head bay. 
Tho former were described somewhat 
at length in a recent issue of the Col- 
onist. It is therefore unnecessary to 
mention more than the fact that tho 
marble Is the only known deposit on 
the coast where slabs ten feet square 
at least can probably be quarried freo 
from flaws. 

Head Bay 

The Stermont, Glengarry and Texas 
form a group of three claims owned by 
Messrs. Stockham, Grant and Dawley, 
of Victoria and Clayoquot. They aro 
situated at the upper end of Head bay, 
about half a mile distant from tho 
water. Some surface stripping about 
350 feet above sea level has uncover- 
ed a body of magnetic iron ore, appar- 
ently of considerable size. A bluff over 
40 feet high has been stripped for 100 
feet, in which exposed face the mag- 
netite appears to be solid and unmix- 
ed with rock matter. Analysis of an 
average sample gave: Iron, 66.42 per 
cent; sulphur, 0.26 per cent. Tho 
group Is favorably situated for cheap 
mining, and a railway two miles long, 
with easy grade, would convey the ore 
tn a sheltered bay with navigable 
water. Other discoveries of Iron were 
reported from Nootka Sound late last 
year, stated by the owners to be ex- 
tensive areas of bog iron. No develop- 
ment has been done on them, however, 
nor have they been examined. 
Hesquiat Harbor 

Several mineral claims have been 
reported on Hesquiat harbor, the next 
inlet to the south of Nootka Sound. As 
early as 1898 mineral was found there, 
among the locations being the Guide- 
mar and Thelma groups, located for 
their copper contents. Nothing has 
been done with these claims recently. 
The Brown Jug group, owned by Nor- 
ris and Smith, of Albcrni, situated on 
Hesquiat lake, has a good showing of 
zinc blende carrying 20 to 25 oz. sil- 
ver to the ton. 

Iron has also ' been exploited to 
some extent in the same vicinity. On 
the Agnes No. 1 and No. 2 there aro 
exposures of magnetite, average sam- 
ples of which assayed B0 per cent Iron ' 
and 13.1 per cent silica. The small 
amount of work done simply proves 
the existence of magnetite, and in the 
opinion of the provincial assayer, "it 
is quite possible, and even probable, 
that further development will prove 
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haps of an unfortunate engineer for 
one such properly. But Improved 
methods have altered tilings. Metal 
mining Is being prosecuted with suc- 
cess not only in Wales, but also in 
Ireland. if the Illustration may be

magnetite on the property, some 
feet wide, showing up very rlean and 
solid ore. A sample taken for assay 
gavo 09.8 per cent iron, 11 per cent 
silica, .55 per cent sulphur and no cop- 
pur. 

Sidney Inlet 
Sidney inlet is the next locality to 
tho south in which mineral discover- 
ies have warranted development. This 
camp was first officially reported on in 
1899, since which time a large amount 
of money has been expended on the 
Indian Chief and Prince groups, the 
former owned by Hon. Edgar Dewd- 
noy. of this city, and the latter by a 
Scotch syndicate, represented by Dr. 
T. Rhymer Marshall, now of London, 
who has not worked the property since 
1904. 

Tho Indian Chief group consists of 
fivo claims on Peacock mountain, on 
tho west side of the inlet. On ono of 
tho claims, tho Scarlett, an open cut 
dlsuloses 5 feet of copper pyrites, fine- 
ly and evenly disseminated through 
diabaslc rock. Besides copper pyrites 
thero is some pyrrhotlte and a little 
magnetite. A strong outcrop is found 
on the Tlnnecanem, another of the 
group. This outcrop is traceable for 
a distance of 350 feet along the hill- 
side, into which it finally disappears. 
Lower down the vein carries more 
copper pyrites and has a width of 
three feet. Several other discoveries 
have been made on the group, and, in 
1904, 100 tons of ore were shipped to 
the Crofton smelter, yielding returns 
of 17 per cent in copper. The ore on 
tho Trince group is somewhat similar 
in character, but none lins been 
shipped, 

Ahousat 

Ahousat, on Matilda bay, at tho en- 
trance to Herbert arm, has been tho 
scene of several locations. On the Or- 1 
moml claim magnetite Iron ore has| 
been exposed by the firing of a few 
blasts. On another part of th.-> same 
claim there is an exposure of pyrites 
and pyrrhotlte, and a tunnel lias been 
driven in some distance to tap the 
ledge. The right wall is irregularly 
mineralized with iron and copper py- 
rites, which In certain spots runs as 
high as G or 7 per cent copper. On 
tho Pete and Iron King, adjoining 
claims, now owned by John Irving and 
"William Wilson, of Victoria, several 
open cuts have been made, the longest 
being 27 feet. They show heavy min- 
eralization with pyrrhotlte and a litle 
copper pyrites. The Copper King 
group, of three claims, shows expo- 
sures of the same mineral zone as the 
claims last mentioned. A tunnel 30 
feet in length has been driven on the 
vein and shows solid pyrrhotlte for tho 
whole length. It is stated that one or 
two Inclines run into tho hillside also 
carry ore. 

On tho Ormond No. 2, on the west 
shoro of Matilda creek, or opposite tho 
Ormond, some prospecting lias been 
done by a few shots on surface and 
several open cuts. In one of these ex- 
posures there is from 3 to 4 feet of 
solid magnetite. From some of the 
other showings a small quantity of 
fair copper ore has been taken. No 
extensive mineralization, however, has 
been shown by the work so far done. 
Bedwell Sound. 
Next in' order, proceeding down the 
west const are Bodwell sound and Bear 
river, the stream that enters It at the 
head. The latter place was tho scene 
of a gold excitement in tho early 60's 
and placer mining by Chinamen was 
continued at least until 1SSG. At that 
tlmo the Chinese left in a body, be 
ing driven away, it is said, by tho 
sudden death of one of their number 
Many traces of the early working are 
still left and it is stated that consld 
erable gold was recovered. There arc 
many large boulders in the river, 
however, that prevent hand mining be- 
coming profitable. 

Many mineral claims have been lo- 
cated In this vicinity, one of the oldest 
being the Seattle group, owned by the 
British Pacific Gold Property Co., of 
Victoria. The group consists of four 
claims upon which a showing of cop- 
per was found. Work has, however, 
been suspended for some time and lit- 
tle is known of the company's opera- 
tions. The Castle group, also consist- 
ing of four claims, lias a 10-ft. surface 
showing of ore that carries magnetite, 
pyrito and copper pyrites. There is 
also an 18-inch vein of quartz on the 
property from which good assays in 
gold have been reported. 

Tin; Galena group, that lies lielow 
the Seattle, has a good showing of 
magnetite, with a foot or more of 
solid copper pyrites. The latter is said 
tu run 25 per cent copper and and $10 
in gold to the ton. The owners are 
J. A. Drinkwater and Geo. Brown, of 
Clayoquot. Among other locations on 
Bear river are the Belvldere and Cor- 
ona groups. On the latter there is a 
well defined quartz vein carrying iron 
pyrites and a little galena with free 
gold. Assays, running from $18 to 
5200 of the latter, per ton, are report- 
ed. Onn the Belvldere group a quartz 
vein, 12 feet wide, is traceable for a 
distance of GOO feet. It carries copper 
pyrites and free gold. 

Trout River. 
An Trout river, that Hows into Cy- 
prus hay on Bedwell sound, there is 
the Good Hope group, that lias been 
worked for several years. Two veins 
at least are on the group, copper, sil- 
ver and gold. Asays made gave the 
following values: ('upper. G per cent.; 
silver, 2 ounces; gold, %S per ton. 

Tranquil creek and Beer creek flow 
into Torino inlet, an arm of Clayoquot 
sound south of Bedwell. Th 
group of claims on Tranquil creek is 
the American Wonder, the principal 
owner being a resident of Tncoma. in 
a tunnel run for 27 feet on one of the 
claims there is a showing of 13 feet 
of nearly solid ore, consisting of cop- 
per pyrites and magnetite. No work 
has been done since the claims were 
Crown-granted, although the showings 
exposed warrant further development. 

The Hetty Green group on Deer 
creek is noticeable as being one of 
the properties from which ore has 
been shipped. It Is owned by Ward 
and Thompson, of Albernl. Work lias 
been carried on for several years de- 
veloping a vein of yellow copper. In 
1905 about 215 tons was shipped out, 
tho returns from which proved most 
satisfactory. On the Crow group. In 
tho same vicinity, there is a fine 
showing of iron and copper pyrites 
A large amount of work has linen 
done, tho ore on the dump running 
nliout 8 per cent, copper; l oz. silver, 
mid $2 in gold to the ton. 

Kennedy lake and Elk river that 
Hows Into its eastern arm have been 
prospected to a considerable extent, the 
principal group so far worked being 
tho Itoso Marie group, on Bilk river, 
owned by tho Boseco Mines, Ytd., of 
Vancouver. It is a free mining prop- 
osition and thero are. a concentrator 
plant and good buildings on the 
ground. Many other claims have been 
recorded, but little more than assess- 
ment work lias been performed. 
Barkley Sound. 
Coming to Barkley sound, with lis 
nrms ICIllnghum inlet Uchucklesat har- 
bor Albernl canal, an important 
mining district is found. On Effing- 
ham inlet, about 5 miles up tho east 
Bide. J. C. Anderson, of Seshart, lias 
tnkon up a high bluff of reddish 



been determined 

IJchueklesat harbor was visited bv 
the provincial assayer last summer, 
when he fully Investigated tho merits 
of the Cascade and Southern Cross 
groups. His report, as published In 
the bulletin just issued, is as fol- 
lows: 

Cascade and Southern Cross. 

"The Cascade mine is situated on 
the north shore of Uchucklesat harbor. 
Near the head of tlio harbor Hie 
mountains on tills side rise abruptly 
to a height of 3,000, feet. The general 
country rock is limestone traversed by 
diabase dykes. At an elevation of 275 
feet above sea level some surface 
work has been done and nn incline 
sunk on a diabase dyke, which is im- 
pregnated with bunches of iron and 
copper pyrites. Some 25 feet lower 
down, a tunnel has been run into the 



the value being principally in copper 
pyrites. A small shlpmont was mado 
this year. 

"A sample taken of the best-looking 
ore in the bin gave, upon assay: Gold, 
trace; silver, 0.5G oz. to ton; copper, 
18 per cent." 

From the Cascade, a trial shipment 
of 9 3 Mi tons of mixed ore was sent to 
the Tncoma smelter, giving a net re- 
turn of $1,992.34. 

Passing over, until a later article, 
tho various wall known mines on 
the west side of Albornl canal, atten- 
tion will only be given at present to 
tlie Big Interior and Glacier and Delia 
claims In the vicinity of Great Cen- 
tral Lake. Mr. Carmlchanl reported 
on these In the Bulletin just quoted 
from, giving tho latest authentic news 
received about theso promising prop- 
erties. While tho ore of the Big In- 
terior is low grade, If it is possible 
to concentrate It to about 5 or G to 1 
it will prove one of the biggest eop- 



At its western end two creeks flow In, 
heading from mountains still further 
to tho west. A trail from the lake fol- 
lows the most northerly of theso creks 
on a gradual ascent for a distance of 
ten miles until it ends in a basin, shut 
in by high mountains, the basin hav- 
ing hero an elevation of 1,500 feet 
above the Great Central lake, or 1,700 
feet above the sea. To the south a 
precipitous bluff rises 2,075 feet high, 
from which pours a considerable 
stream of water that barely touches 
the rocks until it reaches the bottom, 
breaking Into a mas of spray In Its 
descent. The ascent of the cliff re- 
quires stout muscles and the aid of 
tho small bushes which cling so ten- 
aciously to the clefts in tho rock. On 
tho top there Is a small rocky plateau 
or basin enclosing a lake about half a 
mile long by a quarter wide, the ele- 
vation of the lake being 3,350 feet 
above the sea. This mountain lake 
situated in the heart of Vancouver Isl- 



tance of 31 feet. Tho ascent of the 
bluff is somewhat dangerous, owing to 
the rather precarious foothold and the 
absence of vegetation, the top being 
reached at an elevation of 1,375 feet 
abovo the small lake. Prom the top 
of the bluff a snowsllde was followed 
until a further elevation of 500 feet 
was reached, at which point the ore is 
uncovered and shows the strongly 
mineralized granitic mass which is 
seen to penetrate a nearly horizontal 
strata of limestone, alternate bands of 
which continue to the top of the moun- 
tain 500 feet still higher. This sharp 
ridge, with an altitude of 5,700 feet, 
may be considered as tho backbone of 
Vancouver Island, shedding the water| 
to the soutli down the Albernl uanal, 
to tho northeast down Buttle lake and 
the Campbell river, and to the west by 
Bear river into Clayoquot sound. 
Summary 
"Tho mineralized zone, showing In 
the face of the cliff to the north of tho

mountain side, on the dyke, for 54 feet 
1 na general N. 3 degrees E. direc- 
tion, but turning a little more to the 
north towards its inner end. At 20 
feet in, the tunnel ran through a chute 
of ore, a few feet wide, which Is cut 
off by a slip-wall in the dyke. The 
mineralization is iron and copper py- 
rites. Selected samples gave the fol- 
lowing assay: Gold, 0.00 oz. per ton; 
silver,' 0.12 oz. per ton: copper, 5" 
cent. That there has been much 
movement Is proved by the 'slid; 
sided' slip-walls which are seen. The 
evidence would point to the mineraliz 
atlon having taken place during a 
second period of movement. The end 
of the tunnel is In the diabau- dyke 
matter, but a little mineral is seen on 
a slip-wall near the floor. A consid- 
erable amount, of ore has been ship- 
ped from this mine, taken principally 
from the open cut above and from tho 
drift to the left of the tunnel. A grav- 
ity tramway has been erected to con- 
vey the ore to sea level, where it was 
shipped. 

"The Southern Cross group is situ- 
ated on the north side of Uchucklesat 
harbor, near the mouth, and consists 
of live claims, tho Southern Cross, 
Ballard, Little Dipper Fraction, Con- 
stance Fraction and North Star. The 
work has all been done on the South- 
ern Cross. The mountaian rises at an 
angle of about 45 degrees and at an 
elevation of about 150 feet, on a con- 
tact of limestone with an intrusive 
rock, a well marked slip-wall is seen, 
having a strike N. 30 degrees 10. into 
the hill, with a dip of GO degrees to- 
wards the southeast. Towards the 
south this slip-wall is cut off, nearly at 
right angles, by another slip having 
a strike of S. 55 degrees E. and a flip 
of 45 degrees into tlie hill. The north- 
easterly slip-wall, first mentioned, lias 
been followed along by a tunnel 40 
feet long, all In a body of low-grade 
ore. occurring in a mineralized zone in 
the diabase, following along the slip- 
wall. 

"About 100 feet lower down the hill 
anil slightly to tlie east, a tunnel has 
been driven to reach the point where 
the north-easterly blip and the cross 
slip, before referred to, intersect. This 
tunnel is now in 300 feet, and for 200 
feet runs through diabase, al which 
distance it cuts tin: cross Blip-wall, 
here found to have the same strike and 
dip as noted on the upper level. The 
chief] north-easterly slip-wall was also 
struck, with an unchanged dip and 
Strike, showing a well-developed ore 
body on the right-hand side, some G 
feet in thickness. This is seen In a 
short cross-cut of 46 feet which runs 
into tlie limestone to the right. The 
tunnel lias been continued along tho 
slip-wall for 00 feet, with the lime- 
stone contact, which should soon l.i 
readied. Where the ore showo 
strongest a winze was being sun! 
Tlie winze is now getting out of or 
as the- body dips away from it on the 
main slip-wall. When a greater depth 
Is readied cross-cuts will be run to 
the ore chute. 

"The cross slip-wall before noted 
has been followed from the main tun- 
nel by it drift running to the left, 
Which is now in a distance of 45 feet. 
This is fairly well mineralized and 
may develop a good body of ore. This 
cross slln Is traceable on the surface 
and has been proved by an open cut 
to the left In which direction tho 
cross-cut Is now being driven. 

"At 175 feet above tho main shaft 
an open cut lias been run for 75 feet 
along a mineralized zone in diabase 
on ;i limestone contact. In tlie open 
cut this zone shows for 17 feet, and 
Is mineralized with iron pyrites and 
a little copper pyrites. 

Rich Copper Ore. 
"There has boon no stoplng done 
in tills mino, and any ore taken out 
has been in tlie course of development. 
Tho management is pushing the de- 
velopment with three shifts and is 
making a strong endeavor to block out 
a good body of ore. Tho mine is 
equipped with two bunkers and ore 
chutes on tho two working- levels, and 
there is a good Whq.rf on deep water 
for shipment. Tlie bunkers were par- 
tially filled with a good grade of ore, 



per _ propositions so far discovered.

basin and forming the great mass of 
low grade mineral on the property, is 
so large, so inaccessible, and the min- 
eralization so scattered, that it would 
lie Impossible to obtain anything ap- 
proximating an average general sam- 
ple of the exposure without the expen- 
diture of an amount of time and 
money not justifiable under the clr- 
stances. However, at the foot of the 
cliff, and as illustrated in tlie accom- 
panying sketch, there Is a talus ex- 
tending tho whole length or width of 
the mineralized zone, made up of ma- 
terial broken away from the whole 
faco of the zone in question. While 
this talus may to a certain extent 
have been affected by weathering, it 
still may be considered a very approx- 
imate sample of the Inaccessible cliff. 
Samples were taken from this talus, 
from which it Is judged that approxi- 
mately the central portion of the min- 
eralized zone will assay from 1-2 to 1 
per cent copper, with from 1 1-2 to 2 
oz, silver .per ton, and a trace or gold. 
These values extend over a width of 
about 1,500 feet, while to tlie right the 
mineralization gradually fades off in- 
to the country rock. 

"To the left of the mineralized zone 
Is what has been called, for purposes 
of designation, the 'brecclated zone," 
and which is merely a continuation, to 
the left, of the mineralized zone which 
has been subjected to a crushing due 
to movement, and in which the inter- 
stices between the fragments of the 
rock have been filled with secondary 
minerals, chiefly caicite, with some 
carbonate of copper, forming a secon- 
dary enrichment. This secondary en- 
richment lias taken place, as would be 
expected, along defined channels, pro- 
ducing streaks of higher grade min- 
eralization often forming commercial 
ore. Here, again, no general sampling 
was possible; although a tunnel has 
been driven for some .'11 feet into the 
bluff, It was found Impossible to ex-

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LOT'S WIFE. 

The story of Lot's wife reminds one 
of one of those people, who In :i series 
of moving pictures nr.; projected upon 
tho screen for a second or two and 
t+ion drop out of sight. Substantially 
It Is that she was fleeing from Sodom 
with her husband and two daughters, 
when "she lookod back and became a 
pillar of salt." There Is not much 
doubt that Lot was an historical char- 
nctor, although an attompt has been 
made to explain him away as a. myth 
representing darkness, but the story 
of his wife's fate is not corroborate 
by tradition, as far as we have been 
able to ascertain. However there is 
nothing Intrinsically improbable in the 
statement that she was overwhelmed 
In the catastrophe, which overtook tho 
city, where she had been living. To 
suggest that, for the simple • act of 
looking back at the great destruction 
that was being wrought upon the 
Cities of tho Plain, she was punished 
with sudden death is to ask too much 
of human credulity. We select this In- 
stance out of many with which the 
Old Testament abounds for the pur- 
posce of emphasizing tho error, made 
by so many people, of taking up isolat- 
ed instances therein related and 
using thorn to bolster up some special 
preconceived notion. 

But before saying anything upon 
that particular point it may be. ob- 
served that there is very good reason 
for accepting almost without reserve 
the account of the destruction of tho 
five cities,, of which Sodom and Go- 
morrow arc best known to us by name. 
The Bible description of them says 
that they were exceptionally wicked, 
and it is notable that the few people, 
now living In the vicinity of what was 
supposed to be their site, are grossly 
immoral. There seems to bo a curse 
upon the whole land. It is ban-en and 
full of pestilential odors in some 
places, although it Is not as bad as it 
was once represented as being. It 
used to be said that birds could not 
live to fly across the Dead Sea, and it 
Is a singular fact that explorers of 
this Ill-omened sheet of water have 
been as a rule exceedingly unfort- 
unate, several of them having lost 
tholr lives. It Is a sea, or rather 
large lake, that Is scarcely ever nav- 
igated, probably for tho reason that 
its shores are utterly Inhospitable. 
There are no fish In it, and Its water 
Is so heavy that the human body will 
not sink In it, but those who have 
bathed there say -that the water Is 
very delightful. The river Jordan 
flows into it at all seasons, and after 
the rainy seasons great torrents of 
water run down its more or less pre- 
cipitous coasts, but tho evaporation 
is so great that the bulk of the water 
is slowly diminishing. The rocks 
around It contain much bitumen mix- 
ed with sand, and present the ap- 
pearance of having been exposed to 
the flames of sulphur. All conditions 
as they exist today bear out the theory 
that the bitumen beds muy have been 
set on fire by lightning or by volcanic 
eruption, and that, sulphur may have 
been ejected from the bowels of the 
earth, just as it Is frequently from 
Vesuvius. Some such catastrophe, as 
Is recounted in Genesis, is the only 
explanation of the condition of the 
country around the Dead Sea. Tradi- 
tion also bears out the story of the 
five cities, and alleges that they were 
located in what was then a fruitful 
land. In view 



new light upon much contained In the 
latter. Among other things the Talmud 
tells us that tho Almighty prevarioatea 
in order to induce mankind to do cer- 
tain acts; again we are told that He 
recommended deceit and falsehood. Of 
course such things are not supposable, 
and the fact that the Jews, of the era 
when the earlier books of the Bible 
were reduced to writing, saw nothing 
In such actions Inconsistent with the 
nature of God should lead us to hesi- 
tate about accepting tholr statements 
that they violated all human and 
divine laws by the direct sanction of 
the Supreme lawgiver. Things havo 
not changed during the last few thou- 
sand years. "What Is wrong now was 
wrong in the days of Abraham, and 
except in so far as a different manner 
of life may havo fitted the people of 
thuse times to receive more freely 
than we can in these materialistic 
days suggestions from the unseen 
world, (here is no reason to isuppose 
that mankind lived any nearer the 
Supreme Fountain of Knowledge than 
they do today. At all times and in all 
countries there seem to have been 
men, who in some special way obtain- 
ed guidance from sources not avail- 
able to all their fellows, probably be- 
cause all have not qualified them- 
selves to receive such guidance. There 
is such a thing as inspiration. There 
is such a thing as divine leadership. 
The Instances are far too many, to 
permit of the least doubt, that men 
have and can receive, not only com- 
fort, but counsel from the Source of 
all Wisdom; but it does not follow 
that every man who said: "Thus saith 
the Lord" is telling the truth, whether 
he said It nineteen hundred years be- 
fore or nineteen hundred years after 
Christ. In these columns we have re- 
commended the study of the Bible, 
because, with all its fragmentariness 
and seeming Inconsistencies, it is un- 
doubtedly the best and most valuable 
of all books; because there is within 
it the word of God; because it Is 
shown by experience of mankind tn be 
so replete with truth that no declara- 
tion of any conclave of bishops is ne- 
cessary to determine Its value. But 
while we so recommend all 'readers, 
young and old, we think It right to 
add that they must remember that it 
is in many places exceedingly frag- 
mentary. The story of Lot's wife is 
one of these fragments. It may have 
its use as tin illustration of the re- 
sult of disobedience, just as we em- 
ploy illustrations for didactic purposes 
from history and fiction indiscrimina- 
tely, but there is no necessity to 
lay stress upon the story or to insist 
that it shall believed in the minutest 
particular, or for that matter that it 
should be believed at all. The des- 
truction, of the Cities of the Plain does 
not form a part of the Bible narrative 
that has any bearing upon the life 
and conduct of people today. It is an 
an incident that Is probably true 
enough In its general outline, and is 
only related by the historian because 
a relative of Abraham was one of 
the actors in it. 



round and its proximity to this water 
which gives us our mild winters. Thus 
we are saved from the cold, which we 
might expect from our latitude, by the 
sunlight which falls upon the tropical 
ocean. In like manner the Gulf Stream 
affects the climate of Northwestern 
Europe. It originates In the Equator- 
ial regions of the Atlantic and is 
forced into tho Caribbean Sea and the 
Gulf of Mexico by the motion of the 
earth, and like the Kuro Siwo it fol- 
lows the line of least insistence, which 
Is northerly in a line parallel to the 
eastern coast of America. Like the 
other great current, It is diverted east- 
ward by a body of cold water from 
the Arctic and coming in contact with 
the shores of the L'aited Kingdom 
keeps those Islands at a favorable tem- 
perature. Off tho coast of Ireland the 
current divides, one branch going 
north to the Polar Sea, warming Nor- 
way and Sweden on Its way, and the 
other curving southward to he lost in 
the Atlantic somewhere south of the 
latitude of Gibraltar. These two cur- 
rents and the corresponding polar cur- 
rents mentioned are the principal fac- 
tors determining the climatic condi- 
tions of the civilized world. 

Another Important factor is the dis- 
tribution of land areas and mountain 
ranges. The greater part of Africa lies 
north of the Equator, and for reasons 
which have not been satisfactorily ex-

This Is 
known us the Desert of Sahara, and the 
existence there of a great dry region, 
much the larger part of which 1ms a 
high mean temperature, Is undoubtedly 
the cause of/ the exceedingly favorable 
climate of tho lands around the 
Mediterranean Sea. The dry area, of 
which the Sahara is a part, extends 
from the Atlantic across'' Africa and 
Into Asia as far us China. It is not 
absolutely continuous but sufficient iy 
so to warrant the general application 
of the term "arid" to It. East of the 
Persian Gulf this arid area begins to 
attain considerable altitude, and its 
existence Is doubtless one of the de- 
termining influences upon the climate 
of Asia. 

Mountains play an Important part In 
connection with climate by compelling 
the atmosphere to give up Its moisture. 
If Is were not for tho Himalayas, the 
moisture laden winds, called the Mon- 
soons, would sweep far into the Interior 
of Asia. But the air cannot lift its bur- 
den of water over these tremendous 
heights, and the consequence Is that 
the rainfall in India is at times almost, 
incredible heavy, and the fertility of 



those places had become known to our 
ancestors, to get the precious material 
to adorn the temples of gods and tho 
garments of royalty. And even from 
Central Africa, where scarcely a ray 
of civilization has ever gone, the roil 
coral went before the days when men 
began to write history.

Taking the Torrid /.on.: us a whole 
it is very much warmer than the rest 
of the globe, and this greater heat 
creates atmospheric and oceanic cur- 
rents, which have tin exceedingly po- 
tent effect upon the climate of other 
parts of the world. Thus in the parts 
of tho Pacific Ocean, where the Sun's 
rays have their greatest powers, the 
water at. the .surface becomes warm, 
and the revolution of the "earth upon 
Its axis creates a current of this 
warmed water, which flowing west- 
ward across the ocean comes In con- 
tact with the islands lying off South- 
eastern Asia, and also with the shore 
of that continent itself. Pressed on- 
ward by the force which compelled It 
to cross the ocean, the warm water 
must go In some direction. It follows 
the lino of least resistance, and this 
takes it up along the eastern coast of 
Asia until coming In contact with tho 
coast of Japan, which lies diagonally 
athwart Its course, it is diverted east- 
ward.

Home Dinner for Lent 



Whether religiously inclined or not, 
the change in diet brought to our no- 
tice will be beneficial, since, with the 
spring days, lighter foods will bring 
us to summer weather In good physi- 
cal condition. The menu suggested to- 
day can, by means of a little thought, 
be fitted to any part of the country. 
For inland sections whltefish may 
replace haddock, and any green veget- 
able In season be substituted for 
spinach. 

Potato and Onion Soup. 
Baker Fresh Haddock. 

Red Boan ( 'roquettes. 
Spinach, Swiss Style. 
Fattlcus. French Dressing. 

Wafers. Cheese. 
Bananas in Jelly. 
Coffee. 

In preparing this dinner for six per- 
sons lake foi the soup live large pota- 
toes and three ohions. peel and chop 
the onions, pare, dire and rinse the 
potatoes. Mix, add a half leaspoonful 
of salt and one pint of boiling water, 
cover and simmer slowly until the po- 
tatoes break, Lhen rub all through a 
sieve. Scald a pint of milk with a 
stalk of celery or pinch of celery seed, 
strain, mix with the puree and return! 
to the fire. Add one level tablespoon- j 
ful of flour blended with a little cold 
milk and stir until slightly thickened. j 
Add white pepper and more salt, if, 
necessary: if too thick thin with a lit- 
tle hotmilk. Simmer for 10 minutes 
and when In the tureen sprinkle with 
a leaspoonful of linely chopped pars- 
ley.

Salted Wafers With Salad i

Kaffee.

Ulumchenkaffee got ils name from the 
fact that it is light-colored enough for 
the Blumschen, or little flower, paint- 
ed inside tile cup al the bottom to 

show through I he liquid. Th Dffee 

is served with hoi milk, Instead of 
cream, for Germans consider the re- 1 
sidling flavor liner, and tin: drink less 
harmful. 

Knffeekranz. 

To one quart of light bread dough 
add one-fourth a cup of melted butter, 
six tablespoonfuls of sugar, two eggs 
and two yolks. Ileal those together. 
Then add flour to make stiff, and let 
rise until it lias doubled in bulk. Cut 
down, knead slightly, divide into three 
portions, and braid in one long braid, 
bringing the ends together to form a 
circle or crown. Pet rise. Sprinkle 
generously with sugar and cinnamon, 
and bake.' This large loaf will be far 
too large for any ordinary pan. Il can 
be baked on two Hat cooky-sheets, 
made without sides, or on Hie bottoms 
of two inverted baking-sheets, if the 
chasm between Is covered with a strip 
of lin. The truly German Kaffekranz 
has sugar and cinnamon on top; but 
it is delicious lo substitute icing and 
chopped nuts, put on after the cake 
is baked. 

Kaffeekuchlein. 

These are small cakes made like our 
cream cakes mid eclairs, except that 
the batter is richer. They are tender 
and rich, and are eaten without filling. 
Sometimes the batter is dropped into 
hot lard ami tried, and a skilled cook 
with a, paper funnel can fashion it 
into all sorts of figures, 

'Pile coffee and cakes are removed, 
and the second course is brought on — 
red wine, Sandtorto (pound cake), and 
confections. Sometimes plum or fruit, 
cake is substituted for pound cake, but 
only one kind m served. Tin- confec- 
tions are little fancy cakes, which a 
German cook makes so well. Perhaps 
the finlcest of all is Motzipan (arch- 
jione).

In some parts of tho world where 
obstruction Is offered to the incoming 
tide it rages and foams its way into 
the indentations of the land, and its 
coming and going are marked by much 
the same sound and fury as uhlurac- 
terlzcs a mountain torrent, only of 
course, upon a vastly grander scale 
Of such places one of the chief Is tho 
Bay of Fundy, in British North Am- 
erica. T'.ie entrance* on tins gull la 
exceedingly narrow, being almost 
blocked by the Grand Iflanan islands, 
yet the opening seawnrd is very wide. 
Into this great bay tho tidal Wave 
rolls majestically until it meets with 
the obstructing islands, and then it 
rages and tears its way between them 
and the promontory of Nova Scotia ,at 
an enormouHly accelerated rate.

Viewed commercially, what 
amazing waste of power Is here! Tho 
mind almost reels In contemplation of 
the potentialities offering themselves 
In this unthinkable mass of water 
raised to such a height twice a day 
by the calm suasion of the moon. Some 
day men will llnd It comparatively 
easy to set this lifted mass of water 
to work its way back, and the power 
Mint those pioneers will command will 
m.a]oe Niagara but a child's toy In 
comparison. 

But the grand spectacular time In 
which to view the evasion of the tide 
here Is in winter. Navigation, at tho 
best of times very arduous and diill- 
cult ill those waters, then becomes im- 
possible. For being entirely outside 
the beneficent range of the Gulf 
Stream, this part of America is, 
though four hundred miles south of 
the latitude of London, so cold that tho 
sen itself freezes, and were it not for 
tho tremendouH changes in tide lovel 
nothing can well ho more certain than 
that It would freeze as solidly as do 
tho Arctic, seas. But tho waters do

upon commerce, ami ascending to 
speculation, it is always a matter for 
great wonder to seamen why they do 
not continually meet in the open ocean 
with tho itdal waves raised by tlui 
moon In her regular revolution around 
the world. It is natural to suppose 
that the swell of water she raises to- 
ward her and draws after her will be 
of such a size as to cause grave in- 
convenience, If not actual danger, to 
vessels which meet It in its long 
course from continent to continent. 
Looking upon a conventional diagram, 
showing the Influence of the moon up- 
on tho ocean, It would appear as if 
tho great mass of water raised by the 
attraction of our satellite must, on 
the open ocean, at least, be sufficient 
to overwhelm any vessel it meets on 
its way. Yet nothing of the kind over 
happens. It is true that occasionally 
hugo knolls of water, traveling at a 
great rate, aro met with far at sea, 
causing panic on board the vessels 
they meet with, but they seldom do 
much damage. It is equally true that 
these sudden swellings of water are 
usually characterized as "tidal waves," 
although investigation proves that 
they uro nothing of the sort, cannot 
be, because, while the tidal waves are 
perfectly regular In their incident, 
these great uprisings of ocean are ab- 
normal, and are therefore undoubtedly 
due to some cosmic cause, such as a 
submarine earthquake or eruption of 
a deep sea volcano. Yet In certain 
lonely out-of-the-way isles of the sea. 
such as Ascension, St. Helena and 
Tristan d'Acunha, there occurs at ir- 
regular intervals a sudden shoreward 
■rush of the ocean, stupendous rolling' 
hills or water which threaten to en- 
gulf the land. No one who has ever 
witnessed the occurrence of the "roll- 
ers," us they are somewhat feebly 
termed, can have any idea of their 
terror striking aspect. They occur 
when the sea is fairly smooth, ju.-lt 
furrowed by the usual winds, and 
there Is apparently no reason to expect 
anything out of the common order of 
things. 

Then suddenly, without any warning 
will appear In the oiling a huge wave 
reaching from one side of the horizon 
circle to the other, traveling shore- 
ward at a tremendous rate of speed. 
Vessels at anchor lie- right in i's fate- 
ful path, and no seamanship may avail 
to enable them to avoid its awful im- 
pact. The few minutes intervening 
between Its first appearance and the 
shock of its arrival seems like hours, 
but they pass, it strik.es, and the bay 
is filled with the debris of ships, tho 
shore is a welter of boiling foam, and 
tho people, gazing spellbound witli ter- 
ror, breathe again- as knowing the 
worst. Contrary to the usual rule of 
waves, the first of these rollers is gen- 
erally the most severe. It is followed 
by three or four others, much dimin- 
ished, but the damage is done by tho 
pioneer. Then the sea resumes its 
normal aspect, and the observers are 
left wondering why this great visit- 
ation has come, and what is the cause 
of it, while seamen call it a tidal 
wave. 

Well, since nothing is known of tho 
origin of these manifestations, perhaps 
one name Is as good as another, only. 
If the tidal wave which rolls around 
the world twice in every twenty-four 
hours were always to manifest itself 
In such a fashion, it Is safe to saly 
that very little shipping business could 
be carried on. No, tie- work, the ben- 
cllcent work done by the moon, and in 
lesser degree by the sun, in raising 
the waters of tho ocean, is managed 
in a much gentler fashion than that. 
Except under abnormal conditions 
such as have already been outlined, 
the tide rises and falls. Just that. The 
words express exactly the gentle and 
unobstructlve way in which these 
great forces of nature act for the com- 
fort and convenience ol mankind. Hut 
the terrible manifestation of the "roll- 
ers" has been observed and recorded 
in its most awful aspect during an 
earthquake or a volcanic eruption oc- 
curring near the shore. Then, as if to 
form the culmination of the terror on 
land and In the air. the sea first ap- 
pears to recede, to rush seaward until 
the secrets of the depths are revealed, 
and scenes never before exposed to 
the light of day become visible. Great 
ships are left stranded where a little 
while before they floated in several 
fathoms of water. Then suddenly tho 
wuters return in an Immense wave, 
looking as if It would shut out the 
sky. I shall not give any of the esti- 
mated heights of these waves, confin- 
ing myself to saying that in the na- 
ture of tilings they must be much 
higher than those raised by tin- wind 
In the most terrific gale, and their 
speed must also be much greater. For 
the conditions are quite different. It 
has been before noted that the drive 
or drag of the wind along a water sur- 
face produces, accelerates or retards 
currents, but It never excites the sur- 
face to any great rate of speed, while 
Hie furious waves have a very short 
range, doing hardly more, Indeed, than 
rise and fall. 

In the shoreward rush of the earth- 
quake wave or volcano wave we have 
a sudden movement of the whole body 
of water of Incalculable force and tre- 
mendous velocity, because, In the flrstl • 
case, there lias been an upheaval of • 
the seabed at Its margin, and the wat- 
ers have had perforce to roll back- « 
ward, seaward, and pile themselves up o 
in a heap as it wen'. But when the • 
seabed subsides again, of course, that * 
mighty mass of water seeks its former 9 
level with all the vehemence that © 
might be expected of it, rushing overl • 
crackling of I the land to a height far beyond high • 
frozen sea water mark, and completing the do- J 
I structlon begun by tho earthquake. | m 
f tho ebb.
